Adventures of a Stained Glass Window 

The east window at St. Margaret’s, 
Westminster, wandered about for more 
than 200 years before reaching its pres- 
ent position and was the subject of a 
seven years’ lawsuit. Henry VII., for 
whom it was intended, died before the 
window arrived from Dordrecht, and it 
came into the possession first of the 
abbot of Waltham and then of General 
Monk. Stained glass was anathema in 
Puritan days, so the window was 
buried until the restoration, when it 
was brought to light. Refused by 
Wadham college, it was bought for 
50 guineas and erected in a private 
house and years later was bought fer 
400 guineas by the committee charged 
with the restoration of St. Margaret's 
and placed in position in the church. 
The lawsuit to which we have referred 
was brought by the registrar to the 
dean and chapter on the ground that 
the window contained superstitious im- 
ages, but after seven years’ legal wran- 
giing the church .wardens praved. vic- 
torious, and the beautiful window was

How to Avoid Disagreeable Odors 

7 From Getting About.. 

For the woman whose troubles arise 
from -the odor of the gas while prepar- 
ing meals the ‘remedy les in having a’ 
small pipe between the range and ‘the 
chimney to carry off the guses. 

A large bow! of water placed near 
will also help prevent the ‘odor. The 
smell of gas when a rubber tube its 
used, no leak being apparent, is usual- 
ly caused by the tube itself having be- 
come saturated with gas. 

New tubing is the only remedy. The 
lighting of a burner is very simple if 
understood. “Turn on the gas for stx 
seconds before applying the match. 
This permits the air to escape from the 
pipe and makes the burner show a 
clear blue flame from the first.

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HE utmost ‘concession I 
shall. make to popular 
prejudice, always mightier 
than popular principles, is 

to vary my talk of hash by calling 
it sometimes “mineg.” 

A stew is not a mince or hash. 

Nor iy a ragout or a salmi. 

Materials for these English dishes 
with French titles are cut intc 
eubes or strips or joints, with a 
sharp knife, and retain shape and 
identity when cooked. 

I would impress upon our house- 
wife’s mind one or two general 
rules for hash-making before pro- 
ceeding to offer recipes: _ 

1. Avoid incongruous mixtures. 

Certain combinations are har- 


- monious in cookery as in colors. 


Ham and tongue, chickén and 
tongue, chicken and ham, beef and 
potatoes, veal and rice, lamb and 
peas, mutton and tomatoes, accord 
well the one with the other. | 

Neal and ham fall into’ step 
naturally. - ut fies nit 

Don’t mix beef and ham, or fish 
and rice, for example. 

2. Make it a point before essay- 
ing a mince to have stock or gravy 
wherewith to wet it. 

You cannot make good hash 
without it or butter rolled in 
browned flour. Chopped cold meat, 
wet up with salted water, and per- 
haps onion juice, and piled loosely 
upon buttergd toast, is not a dainty 
dish to set before anybody, be he 
peasant instead of king. 

Save bones and other scraps for 
gravy-making, and keep a supply 
on-hand for the enrichment of left- 
overs. 


Hash Pates. 

Mince cold chicken, or veal or lamb, 
and mix with it a third as much cooked’ 
ham or breakfast bacon, chopped fine. 
Add as much fine crumbs as you-have 
ham. Toss and stir until they are thor- 
oughly incorporated. Wet quite soft 
with gravy or good stock, season with 
paprika and onion juice to your taste

New Act Leading to Extinction of, 
; Degrading Custonis. \ f 


the stash report on the Leeward 
Isles, issued by the Colonial Office, 
contains some interesting information 
regarding the graduai- extinction of 
one ‘of the most repulsive customs 
practiced by African. heathens. .The 
Obeah Act, 1904, it is reported, has 
now been in operation tor three years, 
and it is very pleasing.to be able to 
record that the act has been a .mark- 
ed ‘success, and that the degrading 
and dangerous crime of pra¢ticing 
‘Obesh. has ‘teceived a” check from 
which it is néver likely: to recover. 
“Obeah,” “Voodoo,” or “Juju.” is, 
in the West. Indies, the survival. of 
the. whole body of primitivéd beliefg 
and customs of fetichisti¢, African 
tribes. Its great danger is the power 
which a belief in its practices: places 
in the hands of some degraded, but 
sharp-witted scamp, who with no be- 
lief in it himself terrorizes over the 
.ctommunity he visits or .resides in. 

The act referred to makes the pos- 
session of any “instrument © of 
Obeah” a proof of the crime of. prac- 
ticing Obeah unless the contrary be 
proved, and provides’ for the whip- 
ping of males ard “for police super- 
vision. Whipping 1s never ordered for 
a first offence. The police were en- 
couraged to take energetic action 
nder the new lew, and several 
Obeah men quickly discovered: that 
the Leeward Islands were no longer 
a fitting place for abode. The Obeah- 
man now finds it a difficult and dan- 
gerous thing to keep his stock-in-trade 
by him, and deprived of his parapher- 
nalia of human skulls, cocks’ heads, 
bones, etc., his fame has vanislied. 
When, as «in the case of a. well- 
known Obeahman ordinarily resident 
in Montserrat, but whose operations 
extended over the colony, a flogging 
is added to some wholesalé detention, 
ridicule of his practices takes. the 
place of the dread which they for- 
‘merly inspired, s 

Up to the very last the peasants 
believed, in'the case referred to, that 
the threatened degradation of a flog- 
ging would be warded’ off by some 
magic influence. It is probable that 
Obeah, in this colony at any rate, is 
responsible for very few cases of pois- 
oning. It would not appear that any 
knowledge .of «African * bush poisons 
survives in these islands, and any 
attempts to use the ordinary poisons 
that would be within his reach are 
too dangerous for the average Obeah- 
man. Though it is perhaps too much 
t» hope that the ignorant portion of 
a race that has only been in its new 
environment some four or five genera- 
tions will completely lose yet awhile 
the beliefs that its African ancestors 
held for perhaps thousands ‘of ' years, 
yet the spread of education and re- 
pressive measures of the kind here re- 
ferred to have worked a marvellous 
change for the better in a very short 
space of time. : 


FIRST STREET GAS LAMPS. 


In London Thoroughfares 
In August, 1807, 
— Most of the-streeta-of & 
lighted with oil lamps one hundred 
years ago, but in one little corner on 

a night in August, 1807, an experi- 
ment was made in lighting the publie 
“highway with gas. It was private 
enterprise that made the an PE 
the proprietors of the Golden Lane 
brewery; Aldersgate, erecting and 
maintaining seven lamps- in Golden 
lane and four in Beech street at dis- 
tances of abeut twenty yards. 

The distillation ‘of inflammable gas 
from coal had been known for 70 
years before, and as an illuminant it 
had been used in mines, in foundries, 
and in shops. In London the first: 
experiments with gas as an illuminant 
for private purposes were made at 
the old Lyceum Theatre by Mr. Win- 
sor, a German, about 1803 or 1804. 
He endeavored tg get a company to- 
gether to supply London with gas for 
lighting purposes, but the necessary 
Act of Parliament could not. be ob- 
tained. ; 

In January, 1807, J. R. Planche re- 
cords walking down Pall Mall and 
seeing ‘‘the first lamps lighted with 
gas in London,” but this Is not cor- 
rect. The lights were private ones, 
probably those at Winsor’s shop, 
which adjoinéd the garden wall of 
Carlton House. He had been very 
successful in lighting large places of 
business, and we read of. him illum- 
inating -his premises’ on the King’s 
birthday with thirty-two lights, a 
Prince of Wales’ feathers in gas, and 
anu illuminated transparency. The 
work was most successfully carried 
out, which led the chronicler to say: 
“Hopes may now be entertained that 
this long-talked-of mode of li hting 
our streets may at length be realized.’

THE ‘THERMOMETER. 


it Was Invented by a Poor Man Who 


Had Failed as a Merchant. 

There is one ‘little instrument tn 
which the interest of all classes of 
people in this country never diminishes 
through all the changing seusonscof the 
year, {tori the first day of January to’ 
the last duy of December. It regulates 
the business pulse of the nation and ts 
the shrine to which wen of all occupa- 
Hons turn, And this little instrument 
is the thermometer, ‘which beats. the 
name of Fahrenheit, ; 


‘Before the seventeenth century men 


could only judge of the amount of heat 
prevailing at any place by their per- 


“sonal sensations sind could only speak 
| Of «the. weather-in a> very ‘Indefinite 
| Way as hot or Vary hot,, cold or very 


cold. In‘ that century several attempts 
were mmude by. sctentifie experimenters 
by means of tubes containing oll. spir- 
its of wine and other substances to es-. 
tablish a satisfactory means of méas- 
aring heat, but none of them proved 
successful. Hyen Sir Isaac Newton, 
who applied (his great mind to this 
work, and also the noted astronomer, 
Halley, failed in their attempts: to pro- 
duce a heat measure. 

It was reserved to Gabriel Daniel 
labrenheit, an obscure and poor man, 
a native of Pantzig, to ‘give to the 
world the lustrument which has proved 
to be so serviceable to mankind. He 
had. failed in business as a merchant 
and, having a taste for mechinics and 
chemistry, began a series of experi- 
ments far the production of thermome- 
fers. At first be thade these instru- 
ments with alcohol, but soon became 
touvineced that the semisolid mercury 
Was a- more suitable article to use. in 
the glass tube. ie 

‘Fahrenheit bad removed from Dant- 
zig to Amsterdam, and there about.the 
year 1720 be made the mercury ther: 
mometer. which has ever since been 
fishioned much like the original. 

The basis of his plan was to mark 
on the tube the two points respectively 
at which water is congealed and boiled 
and to graduate the space between. 
He began with an arbitrary marking, 
beginning with 32 degrees, because hé 
found that the mercury descended 32 
degrees. more before coming to what 
he thought the extreme cold resulting 
from a*mixture of ‘ice, water and sal 
ammoniae. ‘In 1724 he published a dis- 
tinct treatise on the subject of his-.ex- 
periments and the conclusions that had 
resulted therefrom. 

Celsius of Stockholm soon after sug- 
gested the more rational graduation of 
au huhdred degrees between freezing 
and boiling point. This was the certi- 
grade thermometer. Reaumur propos- 
ed another graduation which bas been 
accepted by the French, but by far the 
largest part of the civilized world 
‘Fabrenheit's scale has been accepted 
nnd used, with 32 degrees as freezing. 
55 degrees as temperate, 06 degrees as 
blood heat and 212 degrees as boiling 
Dein a a, 

It is trne that the zero of Fahren- 
heit's scale.is a solecism since it does 
not mark the extreme to which heat 
can be abstracted. This little blemish, 
however, does not seem to have been 
of any practical consequence. 

Arctic explorers have persisted in de- 


scribing temperatures below the zero’ 
of Fabrenheit, and scientists have pro-* 


duced artificially temperatures far be- 
low any ever dreanied of by the ther- 
mometer maker of Amsterdam. There 
is doubt as to the year of the death of 
Fahrenheit, but it is generally placed 
in 1740. . 


; Sun Power. 

There is one sotirce to which all 
minds revert when: this. question is 
mentioned, a source most’ promising 
nnd yet one which has so far eluded 
the investigator.. The sun on a clear 
day delivers upon each square yard of 
the earth's surface the equivalent of 
approximately two horsepower of me- 
thanical energy working continuously. 
If even a fraction of this power could 
be transformed into mechanical or 
electrical energy and stored it would 
fo the world’s work. Here is power 
delivered at our very doors without 
cost. How to store the energy 8» gen- 
erously furnished und keep Jt of tap 
for future use is the problem, That 
the next half century will see some 
solution thereof, either chewical or 
otherwise, seems likely.—H. S Pritch- 
att in Atlantic.
